A feed house was built for the hogs 


using material from the farm. The 
barn was covered and a mile ot fence 
repaired. To contribute to better liv- 
ing, one dozen apple trees were set out.

has" built in a cabinet at a total cost of 
515.00. This was kept at a low cost 
because the labor was furnished by 
the family.

The instructions: • 
t. Do not kill the dog. If you are 


Die owner, tie it up until your local 
animal inspector has pronounced it 
safe to be released. He will keep it 
under observation for two weeks to 
•m'akesurs that it, is not developing 
rabies. 


If the dog is owned by someone else, 


obtain Die name of the owner and 
notify the local board of health. Health 
officers will notify the animal inspec- 
tor, who will keep the dog under ob- 
servation. 


If the dog is a stray and its owner 


is unknown, notify the local board of 
health, giving as complete "a description 
of the animal as possible so that they 
may'take steps to find it'. 


2. After learning the identity of the 


dog, go at once to your family physi- 
cian, He will cauterize the wound to 
help prevent the development of ra- 
bies in case the dog proves to be rabid. 
Cauterization helps, but it cannot be 
relied upon. Mercurochrome or iodine 


ination whether the dog had rabies,1 
but if .the .dog .was killed immediately, 
such examination often shows nothing. 
The disease may not have progressed 
far enough to bb detected under : the 
microscope, even .'though' the saliva 
may contain the virus. 


6. If it is necessary to shoot atvani- 


mal for the protection of others, 'it 
should not be Shot through the head, 
since this hifcy Interfere with the lab- 
oratory examination of the brain. 


7. If the biting animal has been 


killed without being held for observa- 
tion and without subsequent labora- 
tory examination of the head, you will 
never know whether the animal had 
rabies.

BE IT ORDAINED By' the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Hope, Arkansas: 


Section I. All persons, fu'mS or cor- 


pcrations now or hereafter keeping 
meat markets or selling or offering 
for sale fresh meats, fresh fish, or oth- 
er kindred products in thus city, shall 
be required to pay an inspection fee 
cf $5Q.()Q per annum, in advance, which 
inipeciibn fee is hereafter called "Meat 
License." 


Section II. Any person, firm, or cor- 


poration which shall ke«p a meat mar- 
ket or sell or offer for sjuie any fresh 
meats, fresh fish, or other kindred 
products to this city without first ob- 
taining fronj tfce City a meat license, 
as herebefore stated, §fe?>ll be subject 
to a fin£ of not less than 55.00 or more 
than ?109.8P; and sapfe ^ay of such 
violation shall constitute a separate 


offense.

sjjection of the City Meat Inspector

lo allow such person, firm, or corpor- 
ation to continue the snie said fresh 
neats, fresh fish, or kindred .products. 
Section V. In all buildings, butcher 


shops, or other places conducted as 
neat markets, and in all buildings, 
nitcher shops, or other places where 
'resh, frozen, or uncooked meals or 
fish are sold, the following regulations 
shall be complied with: 


No place shall be allowed to sell 


fresli or dressed meats or fish or kin- 
dred 
products unless the same is 


equipped with a properly constructed 
refrigerator, ice box, or refrigerator 
counter; and to be so properly con- 
structed as to maintain a Icmocralurc 
of not less than 47 degrees Fahrenheit 
for the proper preservation of food- 
stuffs, and that said refrigerator or ice 
box or refrigerator counter bo so con- 
structed that the same cnn be cleaned 
and disinfected regularly; and any 
person, firm, or corporation failing to 
comply with this section of this or- 
dinance shall not be allowed a permit 
for the sale of said products. 


Section VI. Any person desiring to 


sell any fresh meat or meat products 
in the City of Hope, Arkansas, shall 
cause an inspection of the said animal 
to be made by the City Meat Inspector, 
and this includes all cattle, sheep, and 
hogs before they shall be allowed to 
be offered for sale for human con- 
su'mptioh; and in all instances there 
must be a post mortem examination 
and inspection of the carcasses and 
parts thereof of all cattle, sheep, and 
hogs to be disposed of or prepared for 
human consumption; and the person 
or persons slaughtering or having said 
animal slaughtered shall, keep intact 
the head, liver, heart, tonguej and 
lungs of said carcass until such post 
mortem inspection has been made, 
and in case said parts are not kept in- 
tact, said inspector shall not pass and 
approve any of the meat from said 
carcass. And the carcass or parts 
thereof of all such animals found to 
be sound, healthful, and wholesome 
and fit for human food, shall be 
sta'm'ped by a stamp approved by the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, marked "In- 
spected and Passed"; and the said in- 
spectors shall mark as "inspected and 
condemned" all carcasses and parts 
thereof of animals found to be un- 
sound, unhealthful, unwholesome, or 
otherwise unfit for human food, or 
where .the parts of the said animal 
have not been preserved for inspection 
as provided in this section of this 
ordinance. 


Section VII. The office of City Meat 


Inspector is hereby established, and 
the mayor of the City of Hope, Ark- 
ansas, by and with the consent of 


Iho 
City Council 
of 
Hope,' Ark- 


ansas, shall appoint [ns City Mont In- 
spector n suitable,-person',, mid niny 
likewise tippbiht a suitable .-assistant, 
if necessary. The sale! CHy Meat fn- 
spector nnd his assistant so appointed, 
shall neither have any fixed ienn, 
but shnll each serve from rii6tith to 
month during the will and pleasure 
of the Mayor and City Council. The 
Oily Mcnt Inspector .shall draw a sal- 
ary of not to exceed-$50.00 per month, 
to be puld .monthly fdr such tiVrie ns 
he serves, nnd the assistant to the 
City Ment Inspector shall dra'w'h'sul- 
iiry not to exceed $50.00 n month, ,to 
be paid monthly for slich llhiC as such 
assistant serves; provided the •council 
fit the time .of appointing the 'City 
Meat Inspector and/or''hid assistant, 
may then and there fix the Salary at 
any sum less than $50.00, ns the coun- 
cil may sec fit. 
/ 


The snid City Mcnt Inspector and/or 


his assistant shall observe nnd enforce 
all rules mid regulations of the. State 
Board of Health and the eitryVBbn'rdi 
oC Health affecting meat markets-or 
the handling or sale, of fresh meats, 
fresh fish, and kindred products;'nnd 
the failure of nny person offering snid 
fresh meat, fresh fish, or kindred pro- 
ducts for sale to comply with the re1 
qulremenls of the 'state Board of 
Health or City Board of Health, shall 
be sufficient cause for the im'nYcdlnle 
revocation or the license of such per- 
son. The City Board of Health shall 
have general supervision over the in- 
spection provided for in this ordinance, 
nnd may prescribe such further rules 
and regulations ns will, in its judg- 
ment, most effectively carry out the 
object of this ordinance. No person 
shall sell or offer for stile in the City 
of Hope, Arkansas, any fresh meats, 
(resh fish, or kindred products until 
the same shall hnve been/inspectecl by 
Die City Meat Inspector of City of 
Hope, Arkansas; and any person vio- 
lating this ordinance shnll be fined 
not less than $5.00' nor more than 
$100.00 for each such offense, and any 
part of any day where fresh meat, 
fresh fish, or kindred products nre 
offered for sale iiiTrtope, Arkansas, 
without the prior inspection nnd np- 
t-iovul of the City Ment Inspector 
shnll constitute a separate offense. 


Section VIII, Any person desiring 


to slaughter any animal for sale or any 
part of the meat of the said animal in 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, shall no- 
tify the City Meat Inspector in ad- 
vance, and shall pay to the City Meat 
Inspector forty cents (40c) per head 
for the inspection of beef nnd calves, 
twenty-five C25) cents per head for 
the inspection of hogs, and fifteen (15) 
cents per head for the inspection of 
sheep nnd goats and said inspection 
fee shall be paid in cash at.the time 
of the inspection, and the City Meat 
Inspector shall deliver all moneys re- 
ceived from said inspection to the 
City Treasurer of the City of Hope, 
Arkansas. Provided, further, that in 
case any person or persons desire to 
slaughter animals at a greater distance 
than one Yn'ile from the City Limits of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, then, in 
that case, in addition to the inspection 
fees hereinbefore provided for the said 
owner of the said animals shall pay 
the sum of ten cents (lOc) per mile for 
mileage necessarily travelled to and 
from the place where said animals are 
slaughtered, which mileage money 
shall likewise be paid by the owner to 
the City Meat Inspector at the time of 
the slaughter, and shall be paid by the 
City Meat Inspector to the Treasurer 
of the City of Hope, Arkansas. 


Section IX, This ordinance shall not 


in any manner apply to the killing or 
offering for sale or slaughter of any 
chickens, ducks, turkeys, or fowls of 
any 
description. Furthermore, 
the 


provisoons of this ordinance shall not 


apply lo any meal or meat products 
that have been inspc'clod nnd passed 
and allowed to pass ihlo Interstate 
commerce under the pi-ovislons of the 
laws of the United Stales, or Inspected 
by inspectors in cohfoi'nvil) with- Iho 
laws of (ho State of Arkansas. 


Section X. Any person bringing in- 


to the City of Hope, £ knnsas, meats 
from domestic animals or livestock 
raised and grown by him (and thereby 
exempt by the State low from paying 
the annual tnent license fee of $50.00 
per year as hereinbefore set forlh), 
shall, nevertheless, before selling or 
offering fou-snle nny such meats of any 
kind even fro'.n' his own domestic 
nriimnls and livestock raised and grown 
t>y him, prior to any such Sale, comply 
with the provifikms of this ordinance 
regarding the post morlfm1 cqnminn- 
.lo'n and inspection of carcasses and 
ja'rts as hereinbefore mentioned, and 
shall submit all of his meat1; and 
iquipment of every kind to the City 
Meat Inspector for inspection to de- 
lermine whether such meats are fit 
for sale. No charge shall be made for 
such inspection by the City Meat In- 
spector. No meats shall be sold in the 
-ity of Hope, Arkansas, even when 
Sold by the person who raised' and 
grew the said animul, unless the said 
meats arc inspected and passed by the 
City Meat Inspector as wholesome, un- 
tainted,, fit for human consumption, 
nncontaminated, tmcl handled in a 
sanitary 'm'umier, and after the carcass 
shall ,have first been inspected as 
herein provided; and any person sell- 
ing or offeriiig for sale any such meat 
in the City of Hope, Arkansas, with- 
out having same first inspected and 
passed by the City Meat Inspector or 
his assistant, shall be fined in any sum 
of not less .than $5.00 or more than 
$100.00; and any person who attempts 
to sell in the City of Hope, Arkansas, 
any meat that has been inspected by 
the City Meat Inspector and found 
unfit for sale shall be fined in any 
sum not less than $25.00 and not more 
than ?100.00 and each such attempted 
sale shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section XI. Any person engaged in 


the sale of fresh meat, fresh fish, or 
kindred products, or working in or 
about any butcher shop or engaged in 
the delivery of said products, shall be 
subject to a physical examination by 
the City Physician of the City of Hope, 
Arkansas, and at an interval of each 
three months, or oftener, upon the 
request of the City Meat Inspector; 
and any person who does not pass the 
said physical examination by the City 
Health officer, shall immediately cease 
all such sale, handling, or connection 
in any way with the sale or delivery 
of said fresh 'mleat, fresh fish, or kin- 
dred products; and any who shall Jail 
to submit to the said physical examina- 
tion upon request of the City Meat In- 
spector, or who, havang^bgen .examined 
and failed to pass the said "examina- 
tion, shall continue to engage in the 
said sale, handling, or connection In 
any way with the snid .sale of fresh 
meat, fresh fish, or kindred products, 
shall be subject lo a 'fine of not less 
than $5.00 and not more than $100.00, 
and each day shall constitute a sep- 
arate offense. 


Section XII. Ordinance No. 239 o£ 


Ihe City of Hope, Arkansas (passed 
and approved October 15, 1307), and 
any and all ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith, are 
hereby repealed, and this ordinance 
shall take effect and bo in full force 
from and after its passage.

OST snapsliootera have their 
films developed by a photofln- 


isher. Kfr the beginner, this is prob- 
ably the safest method, as the fin- 
isher's work is swift and usually the 
quality is excellent. 


Hoivever, as the camera hobbyist 


gains in skill, he soon wants to de- 
velop his own pictures and make 
his own prints. Such experience is 
just as valuable as it Is fascinating, 
for it teaches many things about 
producing better pictures. 


One docs not need a special dark- 


room for developing film or making 
prints. A table in the bathroom at 
nielli provides atietiuate "working 
apace," and the window can easily 
be covered with cardboard to ex- 
clude stray light. 


Simple kits contain the few prep 


•aratious lor solutions and t r a y s 
U c e d e d f5r either negatives or 
prints. Film of ibe "chrome" type 
may be developed under a red pho- 
tographic Eiifelight, EO that one can 
watch the pictures as they "como 
up" during development. For "pan" 
film, it is best to use an inexpensive 
fil^i tanfc onee the &\v± ig placed iu 


the tank, the regular room lights 
can be turned on. The tank method 
eliminates guess work with any 
kind of film but some t h i n k the 
"tray" or darkroom method is more 
•interesting. 


Only a few minutes are required 


to develop aud "llx" a roll of film. It 
is then washed and dried, a f t e r 
which prints may be made at once. 
Making prints is even easier than 
developing film, since brighter light 
can be used. 


After you have learned how to 


make "contact" size prints, you are 
ready to b e g i n making enlarge- 
ments. VVith a home enlarger, you 
can make your pictures in various 
sizes—-change the composition of a 
picture by "masking"—aud obtain 
special effects by double-printing, 
diffusion, and ether devices that 
increase a picture's interest and 
charm.
